‘were caught in the motorcade gridlock, but for the purposes 
of this story, the timing could not have been better: The day I 
flow to Los Angeles to talk with Julia Louis-Dreyfus about 
playing a fake president of the United States, the real Presi- 
dent of the United States had flown into town too. 

As fans of the Beltway-wise HBO comedy Veep know; Louis- 
Dreyfus stars as tightly wound, snugly sheathed Selina Meyer, 
‘who begins the fourth season on April 2 (Sundaysat 10:30 p.m.) 
as the newest aeeupant of the Oval Office after her boss’ sudden 
resignation. As citizens of modern reality know, Barack Obama 
isa savvy student ofthe pollster-industrial complex that links 
polities and entertainment—which is why the leader of the free 
‘world isin L.A. to read Mean Tweets on Jimmy Kimmel Live! 

It's a cinematically sunny winter's late morning in Santa 
Monica, and I meet Louis-Dreyfus at a patio restaurant table, 
I want to talk to her about the professional eanniness and 
comedy akills that have landed her, at the age of 54, in the 
sweet spot of her career. We're about to dive in when Jerry 
Seinfeld rings on his old eastmate's cell phone. “Hi, Jerr!” 
Elaine—I mean, Julia—answers. She quickly returns. ("I gotta 
go, Jerr: I'm doing a thing") 

Julia Louis-Dreyfus is as easygoing as Selina Meyer is taut, 
She wears groovy metal gray nail polish. We talle traffic jams, 
And when we finally get around to ehatting about her work, she 
seoms as eager to listen as she is to tal. tell her I believe 2ist- 
century funny lady JLD makes mature, sexy, womanly comedy 
Jook like the easiest thing in the world to sellin American pop 
culture. (Which, FYI itis so not.) marvel at how she's attained 
this position through such steady advances that her ascent to 
commander in chief of powerful fanny women is easy to take for 
granted. (Seinfeld curse? Feh!) I try to praise her for her ability 
to embody women with vulnerabilities and appetites: Whether 
she's Elaine, Christine from The New Adventures of Old Christine, 
Selina, or Eva in Enough Said, a JLD charaeter isa woman who 
holds a good job, with real responsibility—and gets good sex, 
with real desire. 

“You're weleome, America—and the world!” she says with 
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mock grandew: Then she messes with 
my mission. “Id love to tell you Lave a 
grand plan. I don't havean averarching 
idea of what itis I've done and where 
Tm headed. I just really enjoy working 
‘ona character [when I feo} like there's 
alot of mileage to be had. [like to go get 
‘that mileage.” 

Of course, it would be completely 
uun-JLD-Like of her to say otherwise— 
to brag about her accomplishments 
‘or make a list of the enviable, ineffable 
qualities that have made her an 
exemplar of American pop culture. No 
way. Julia Louis-Dreyfus would never 
do that.

inan ensemble setting—is her durable 
talent. Asa performer, she toughened up 
carly in the 1980s via Chicago's Practical 
‘Theatre Company and three years in the 
‘east of Saturday Night Live. nthe glorious 
nine-season reign af Seinfeld, she demon- 
strated over and over how to play hard 
with the boys without sacrificing the 
strengths of being a girl. (She received 
seven Emmy nominations and won ance.) 
She created a fresh, believable version of 
‘a modern divorced working mother on 
the otherwise traditional network siteom 
‘The New Adventures of Old Christine. (Five 
Emmy noms, one win.) Clanging her lady 
ballson Veep, she has racked up six Emmy 
nominations and three wins—so far. And 
in the gorgeous 2013 indie-minded 
romantic seriocomedy Enough Said, she 
showed a revelatory capacity for dra- 
matic expansion as Eva, a single mother 
‘who falls into (and almost ruins) a lovely 
romance with the late James Gandolfini 
asasinge dad. 

For those counting, that makes 18 
Emmy nominations and five wins, which 
‘sometimes sets TV historians to talking 
about JLD as a suecessor to the astute, 
beloved, award-laden 20th-century fanny 
Indy Lucile Ball. But there'saninteresting 
difference between the two. Ball “always 
played a version of Lucy.” notes Veep 
‘exceutive producer Frank Rich (who, lke 
Louis-Dreyfus, grew up in Washington, 
DC, and has a keen sense of company- 
‘town mentality). “In Julia’ ease, she just 
keeps trying different things. To me, it’s 
the test of a great actor in any medium 
tat they dont just play one role over and 
‘over aguin. Julia isa great actor as well as 
being a great eomie actor” 

Louis-Dreyfus also has a star-quality 
ability to go for broke, and an expert 
talent for tweaking broke-ness until the 
moment tters with justthe right jagged 
‘edges. It not surprising that she loves 
the late Madeline Kahn, star of Blazing 
Saddles and Clue, who was “unafraid to 
{just go with abandon into a comedie area 
‘and suffer the consequences” And alk of 
Kahn, in turn, gets her thinking about. 
how the possibilities of funny femaleness 
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hhave changed. “There has been a notion in the past that a woman 
‘who is funny isn't necessarily very feminine,” Louis Dreyfus says, 
“Phere are lots of women who are funny an television now— 
there's a rawness that ismore aceeptable now, less contained, [In 
the past] being attractive very often trumped being fanny: Now 
there's more of an open approach in the female universe.” 

Although open isnt the same as anything goes. Her attitude is: 
Ifthe bit doesn't work, diteh the bitch “I ean go too far and then I 
fool it. It really is intuition, like hearing a note, a piteh that is 
slightly off, and I knaw it" she says, Then again, sometimes the 
piteh is exaetly right, and painful to remember: “I knew many 
years ago that in the danee that I did on Seinfeld Uhad to really, 
really look like an a~hole. It could not be cute. It could not be sexy 
Jn any way. It had to just be horribly awful. And it’s very hard for 
‘me to watch it. Beeause I think I accomplished that.”

“And,” Louis-Dreyfus continu 
just loses her s-— completely and blames 
‘everyone around her for everything, and 
tisrage comes out of her mouth and out 
‘of the top of her head. And she's think- 
ing, ‘If it weren't for these fools around 
me’—I mean, not just her staff, the 
American publie—'l would be further 
‘along than I am: [like the idea of blam- 
ing. I think it’s avery fanny concept to 
blame everyone around you for your 
‘ownactions” 

‘Maybe that's because Louis-Dreyfus 
does the exact opposite. A few days 
after our conversation, Louis-Dreyfas 
followed up a question I asked about 
‘comedy influences—like she hasn't 
gotten that one a million times—with 
‘an email giving props to the cast of The 
Wizard of Os, as well as to the group 
‘dynamics in the comedies of Preston 
‘Sturges. Its not a man ora woman thing, 
she wants to clarify. “Its the ensemble 
‘work that really gets me where I ive.” 

Collaborative play is not just her plea 
sure; itis also the preferred setting in 
which to do her best work. She is not, 
she readily admits, a writer who can 
start with a blank page. “I wish I had 
‘that musele, but I just don’t,” she says. 
‘She's not a cranker-outer of jokes, 2 
purveyor of stand-up routines. But 
Louis-Dreyfis excels at working “pretty 
vigorously on material once it's there— 
that's my favorite part” 

Veep creator Armando lannueei pro- 
vides an example. “I'l think, ‘You kno it 
‘would be really nice if{Setina] could get 
‘out and about, go and see America and 
get out of Washington! And Julia would 
arrive with thingslike ‘Yes, and [also think 
maybe she should try taking up smoking 
‘and develop a twitch, I can do this twiteh. 
1 think she should develop a twitch!” 

Frank Rich identities another aspect 
‘of team play: “Selina is the most incom- 
petent leader you ean possibly imagine, 
‘whereas Julia, from the get-go, has been 
‘an inspiration for the actors, most of 
‘whom are younger than she is. If'she's 
playing a scene with three or four other 
actors, she regards them as equals, and 
that gives them the freedom and the 
space to do their best creative work.”

last, here was a cast that reflected the reality of our country's racial 

‘makeup: 87 percent of Americans now identify as nonwhite, and the US, 

Census Burean projects a “majority-minority” population in 2043, The 

importance of the Furious movies' multiethnic ethos is not lost on Diesel, 

who is gearing up for Furious7, in theaters April 3. “It doesn't matter 

‘what nationality you are. As a member of the audience, you realize you 

can be a member of that ‘family; he says. “That's the beautiful thing 
about how the franchise has evolved. 

‘Too bad Hollywood can't keep pace. Despite the films’ cumulative 
‘worldwide gross of almost $2.4 billion, their racial inclusiveness remains 
an outlier; American movies are still overwhelmingly white. According to 
UCLAs 2015 Hollywood Diversity Report, a mere 167 percent of 2013 films 
starred minorities in lead roles (see page 38). Sure, J.J. Abrams’ Star Tre 
films showease an array of ethnicities, and the Marvel Cinematie Universe 
introduced its first black superhero, the Falcon (Anthony Mackie), in last 
year’s Captain America: The Winter Soldier. But in torms of sheer multi- 
cultural visibility, the Fast & Furious films stand as a singular splotch of 
color where the rubber meets the road. 

‘To be blunt, this is bad business. While it’s ridiculous to expect 
Hollywood to make movies with diverse ensembles just to he PC, 
nowadays more color ean mean more money. Minorities bought 46 per- 
cent of movie tickets in the US. in 2018. And fully one-third of the 
domestic audience for 2013's Fast & Furious 6—which introduced 
‘Samoan-Afriean-American action hero Dwayne Johnson into the fold — 
was Latino, according to Universal Pictures. Another 29 percent was 
African-American and 13 pereent was of Asian descent. In other words 
three-quarters of the people who saw Fast 6 were nonwhite and clase to 
half were under 25, the demographie that buys the most tickets nation- 
wide. Moreover, a recent ListenFirst Digital Audience Ratings survey 
found that Furious 7 enjoyed the highest fan engagement of any major 
franchise in or approaching theatrical release.

It turns out that films with 
diverse easts boast higher global 
grosses and returns on invest- 
‘ment than movies whose casts 
are predominantly white. (It’s 
not an aceident that 70 percent 
of Fast 's worldwide $789 million 
haul came from outside the US.) 
Actors of color have their own 
aneedotal evidence to back up 
this data.

F THE IDEA of a dorky white guy asking a manic 
black guy to get him hard makes you roll around 
oon the floor in hysteries, you're in luck. Because 
the now Will Ferrell-Kovin Hart comedy recycles 
that same Wildean bit of that's-what-she-said 

wordplay about a thousand times. 'Iijust come right out and 
say it: Get Hard is not only a bad movie but a profoundly 
wasted opportunity: Pm sure there area ot of fans of Ferrell's 
and Harts out there (myself included) who were curious to 
see how the two stars’ unique comic styles would ricochet off 
each other—the former's oblivious blowhard lunacy against 
the latter's yippy jack-in-the-box energy. But here, both of 
them seem resigned to going after the lowest-hanging 
punchline fruit available. It’s easily the laziest film either one 
ofthem hasever made, 


Forvell plays James,a superrich hedge-fund 
‘whiz. who's happily engaged to a spoiled shrew 
(Alison Brie) whose scheming father (Craig T: 
Nelson) is his billionaire boss. James leads a 
charmed life that goes up in smoke when he's 
framed for seeurities fraud and embezzlement 
and is sentenced to a 10-year stretch in San 
Quentin. (You don't have to squint too hard to 
see the DNA of another black-white buddy 
comedy, Trading Places, in this setup. Ferrell is 
basically Dan Aykrayd’s Louis Winthorpe III 
and Hart is Eddie Murphy's Billy Ray Valentine) 
Knowing he won't last a second behind bars, 
‘James offers Hart's ear washer Darnell—the 
only black man he knows—$30,000 to teach 
him how to make himself “hard” so he ean 
survivein prison, The eatchis, Darnell, despite 
being black, has never been to jail. He's just 
pretending to be the kind of thug James 
presumes he isto got the money for his family. 
Isn't racial profiling hilarious? 

Y'mwilling to give Ferrolland Hart the benefit 
of the doubt and trust that they're tweaking 
knee-jerk stereotypes rather than being Nean. 
dorthals. Butthere'sa fine ine betwoen making 
commentary on race and clumsily exploiting 
it for cheap laughs. Get Hard walks that line like 
a drunk taking a field sobriety test. The film 
doesn’t have the light touch to make this 
gimmick work. As Darnell puts James through 
his prison-prep boot camp, teaching him how 
to summon a mad-dog face, fashion a shiv, and 
hhide said shiv in his keistor, the film spiralsinto 
an ever more toxie stew of gay-panie gags. It 
can't imagine anything worse—or more of a 
seream—than anal violation. 

Directed by Etan Cohen, the sereenwriter of 
the much-better Jdiocraey and Tropic Thunder, 
Got Hard dredges the bottom of the comedy 
barrel for 100 queasy minutes as Ferrell and 
Hart mug and yell and try not tolook mortified. 
Both of them must have sensed deep down that 
they could've come up with better material ust 
by shredding the script and ad-libbing, because 
there is a clever way to make this premise 
work. (Again, Aykroyd and Murphy did it.) 
Instead, they squandered what should have 
been an electric collaboration on a movie that's 
‘more tone-deaf than madeap. C-

When Ronson 
requested they end this unauthorized 
experiment, the triorefused and the writer 
subsequently conducted an argumenta- 
tive video interview with them about the 
situation, After he uploaded the footage 
to YouTube, the post rapidly attracted 
comments supporting him—and excariat- 
ing the academies. 
At first was ust thrilled," says Ronson, 
447 speaking over the phone from hishome 
‘on Manhattan's Upper West Side, “I felt 
like Braveheart with thousands marching. 
behind me.'Then the comments got more 
and more violent. You know: ‘Gas the 
ets!’ I bogan to feel uneasy, Like, What 
have Lunleashed?”

‘The Times excerpt gave Ronson himselt 
another taste ofthat trauma “Even though. 
my piece proves beyond any doubt that 
Justine wasn't a racist but was trying to 
‘make an ironie joke about the stupidity of 
white privilege, some people refused 
tobeliove that says the writer, whose pre 
vious book, The Psychopath Test, is also 
heading to the big sereen with Searlett 
Johansson attached to star: “It waslike, ‘Oh, 
so what racist are you going to be putting, 
your eape on for next, Ranson" It wasreally 
interesting that this minority was bom- 
barding my Twittor feed.” 
In comparison with what 
hhad happened to Sacco, of 
course, it wasnothing, “Yet 
it had this huge effect on 
me," admits Ronson.
